Gabata she knew about his 
infidelity, and that she was 
leaving him for good. 

Gabata, infuriated, plunged 
six inches of honed steel into 
Eunice’s back.

An ambulance was called, 
and Eunice was rushed to a 
hospital where the blade was 
removed. 

“She’s a lucky girl,” a doc¬ 
tor said later. 

“If an amateur had pulled 
that knife out she’d probably 
have bled to death. 

“As it is, she’ll be out of 
the hospital in a week.” 

Eunice told police her 
story, and Gabata was ar- 

Last April 19, he was con¬ 
victed of assault with a 
deadly weapon, and sen- 
tenced to two years in prison.
